LONDON, December 21.—The news agencies 
which “had no special information of Glad- 
stone’s proposals are making strenuous ef- 
forts to obtain a specific denial from him by 
reported telegrams to Hawarden. They have 
not succeeded, and will not, as my dispatch of 
Saturday must have shown. Of all the opinions 
of his plan, cabled from New York, O’Reilly’s 
is nearest the truth, except on Parnell’s ab- 
surd proposal of a protective tariff, I have 
seen letters from Gladstone, and a member of 
his family, discussing the reports of his plan 
and correcting nothing except the conditions 
ofthe veto. The reports were. deliberately 
and authoritatively issued through a responsi- 
ble correspondent connected with the Liberal 
press, in order to learn the temper of the 
country on the general question of home rule 
and certain special details, I am informed, 
this morning that Gladstone’s scheme is al- 
ready elaborated in great detail, of which 
those published are only a 8m art. Some 
ot them, therefore, may be dropped or altered, 
but the great cardinal facts of Gladstone's 
adherence to the policy of home rule, and that 
he hasadefinite scheme ready for the right 
occasion; are not doubted now by any well- 
informed public man in England. 

HARTINGTON AND GOSHEN 
had a special interview, resulting in the open 
letter of the former giving a cautiously worded 
denial of his own participation in the matter, 
but Hartington will do as he did about house- 
hold suffrage, namely: Gracefully yield to pub- 
lic opinion. It is true that opinion among Lib- 
erals is divided and not on regular lines of the 
Whig and Radical. Many of the rich oppose 
and support the scheme, but the preponder- 
ance is in its favor, and the most extensive op- 
ponents will come over when Gladstone pro- 
duces the scheme in his Own name, because 
they recognize the plain fact that nothing but 
Gladstone does or can keep the Liberal party 
together. 
IRVING'S FAUST 
was a gorgeous spectacle, the Brocken 
scene probably surpassing anything ever 
seen on the stage. Ellen Terry was ex- 
tremely good. Irving is well fitted for his 
part and played admirably what there was of 
it, but the chief ctiticism is mild surprise that 
he should produce so magnificent a play 
affording him personally so little scope. It 
will prove a great popular success, 
England. 
MR. COWEN’S MANIFESTO, 

LONDON, December 21.—Mr. Cowen, a Radi- 
cal reformer, and a member of Parliment- 
elect for Newcastle-on-Tyne, has issued a 
manifesto to his constituents respecting home 
rule for Ireland. Mr. Cowen was the chief one 
of the exceptions made by Mr. Parnell in his 
manifesto instructing Nationalists not to vote 
for Liberal or Radical candidates. Mr. Cowen 
says: ‘‘It is impossible for England to consent 
to the protective tarriffs for Ireland, the con- 
fiscation of property of landlords in Ireland 
or to allow Irish members to legislate in the 
home affairs of England in addition to having 
their own parliament. With these exceptions 
I approve of home rule for Ireland. 
Proper guarantees for the representations of 
minorities, the equitable partition of all im- 
perial changes and the unity of the empire, 
in my opinion, are useless. The best secur- 
ity againsta disruption of the union is the 
mutual interest existing between England 
and Ireland.“

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| WILKESBARRE’S HORROR- 


Indications that the Entombed Mimers are 
Alive—The Work of Rescue. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., December 21.—There 
have been no developments since 2 o’clock 
this morning, in regard to the entombed 
miners. The latest official message received at 
that hour was that the rescuing party, who are 
working on the gangway from the air shaft, 
had reached the first chamber in which it wag 
hoped that some of the men would be found. 
The air was good and apparently fresh, but no 
signs of any living person was to be found. 
There are six other chambers along the gang- 
ways, and it is thought the men may be found 
in one ot them. A new gang of sixty men went 
into the mine at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing and are pushing forward with the 
most intense exertion, but it is hard to 
say when the next chamber can be reached. 
It is now fully believed thatthe missing men 
were caught in the sand and culm at the time 
the cave-in took place, and that they are now 
dead. The last messenger connected with the 
exploring party came out of the slope at 11:20 
o’clock this morning. He reports that none 
of the men have as yet been discovered, and 
all hope of ever seeing their comrades alive 
again has been abandoned. They are making 
a vigorous search, but it appears almost cer- 
tain that the uufortunate men have perished 
and that when their bodies are found they will 
be under the mass of sand and culm.

The directors of 
the road at a recent meeting in New 
York regarded the proposed extension very 
favorably, giving Capt. Lesueur, who was 
sent there by our Business Men's Association 
to state the matter to them, such decided en- 
couragement that a concerted movement of 
St. Joseph and Lexington business men is all 
that is believed to be necessary to make the 
extension certain, and a guarantee of business 
from these points would be all the aid or in- 
ducement the road would ask to bridge the 
river here and make the extension. The road 
now runs from St. Joseph to the Richmond and 
Lexington Junction, the four miles between 
the latter place and North Lexington having 
been abandoned more than a year ago.

GRACE'S MAN, RUBERTS. 


A Diplomatic Scandal Brought to Light

The Appointment of Minister Roberts

WASHINGTON, D. O., December 21.—Said 
Senator Hale, of Maine, to the PosT-DiIsPaTOH 
correspondent last evening: ‘‘I do not believe 
in making a fight on the nominees of the Presi- 
dent merely because they are Democrats. My 
policy will be to examine into the record and 
the ability of an appointee, and if he promises 
to make a good official, I will vote to confirm 
his appointment.’’ 

Even though the official whose place he as- 
sumes has been removed for no other reason 
than because he is a good Republican?“ 
„Tes. President Cleveland in removing 
these Republicans is going behind his letters 
and his promises, but he must take the re- 
sponsibility for that.’’ 

„The policy ef the Republican members, 


then, will be to confirm all good appoint- 
ments?’’ 


‘*] did not say that—that will be my policy, 
and I think it vil be the course of the Sen- 


„The Republican Senators will not act to- 
gether then?’’ 
They have usually acted in an independent 
manner. Some of the Republican ators 
are in favor of opposing the President's nom- 
inees merely ta keep Republicans in place.

„Will there be many rejections?’’ 
„Oh, yes. There are sure to be a large num- 
ber of rejections. The make-up of the Demo- 
cratic party is such that the President could 
not help making a number of bad appoint- 
ments, and, where he has done so, I th the 
Senate will intervene and reject them.’’ 
‘*How about the soldier removals; will you 
vote to confirm an appointee whose prede- 
cessor was an ex-soldier and a capable man?’’ 
In that case I think I should strain a point 
and vote for the rejection of the appointee.’’

WASHINGTON, D. O., December 21.—The ap- 
pointment of Mr. Wm. R. Roberts to be Min- 
ister to Chili, viee Mr. Logan, resigned, 
occasioned considerable comment at the time, 
much of it adverse. Mr. Roberts’ appointment 
was known to have been obtained by W. R. 
Grace of New York, the backing he received 
from that gentleman being about all that he 


had . to recommend him to either 
Mr. Bayard or the president. At the time of 
Mr. Roberts’ appointment it was openly stated 
that he was going to Chili to press the celebra- 
ted Grau claims.“ These claims the firms of 
Grace, Bros. & Co. andW. R. Grace & Co., 
had attempted to enforce through the instru- 
mentality of the former United States Minis- 
ter without avail, the Department of State 
and Minister Logan refusing, after 
an examination to them. After 
the return of M Logan to this 
country it was understood that he had 
addressed a letter to the Secretary of State on 
the subject. This paper was placed on file in 
the State Department, and efforts have since 
been made to obtain a knowledge of its con- 
tents without avail. Within the last two days 
the PosT-DISPATCH correspondent has suc 
ceeded in ob g a complete copy of 
the letter.

Roberts and his backer, Mayor Grace, in a 
very unpleasant light. It is more than likely 
that this letter wilj form the basis of an inves- 
tigation into the Roberts appointment as soon 
as the Senate convenes after the holidays.

WASHINGTON, D. O., December 21.—Secretary 
Manning says that he will be glad to co-oper- 
ate with a com#hittee of the Senate, appointed 
to investigate customs officials, but he sees no 
necessity for the creation of such a committee.

While formerly a 
German was not tolerated in Hungary, to-day 
he is as courteously treated as a person of any 
other nationality, and while the Emperor and 
Empress of Austria are not thought of the 
King and Queen of Hungary receive the en- 
thusiastic recognition of the people.

Scare in the East.

—Jersey City’s Big Scare—Veterinary- 
Surgeon Sattler’s Case Ridiculed by 
Mr. Butler—An Italian Bitten by a 
Ferocious Blood-Hound — Successful 
Cure of Hydrophobia by Vigorous 
Turkish Baths.

NEW YorK, December 21.—There was a scene 
of great excitement on Lloyd avenue, East 
Orange, yesterday evening, when astray dog 
ran up the avenue foaming at the mouth and 
exhibiting all the symptoms of hydrophobia. 
Children ran screaming in all directions and 
women shouted frantically. As the dog was 
about to spring on a6-year-old girl, another cur 
appeared. The mad dog seized the new comer 
taking a piece of its neck, and then hurried 
away. About 200 yards from William street. 
another dog was met and attacked. This one 
was also bitten and left howling on the side- 
walk. Several of the residents appeared at the 
doors with loaded pistols, waiting for an op- 
portunity to empty them intothe dog. The 


mad dog then ran around unconscious of the 
preparations for his distruction, but just as he 
was about to spring on a third animal, 
Samuel Yoote sent a ball into his head, killin 
him instantly. The same gentleman also sho 
the two dogs that were bitten. 

That pretty portion of Jersey City known as 
Greenville, was excited yesterday over a mad 
dog, and citizens, with guns, revolvers and 
clubs, patrolled the streets searching for the 
yellow dog which bit Charles Miller of 127 

wight avenue. The rabid animal was tearing 
when Miller separated them, 
and was bitten. The dog at ones started in the 
direction of Newark. At a late hour last night 
Chief of Police Murphy was informed that the 
dog had been killed on the Heights. 

A valuable blooded cat belonging to J. Roll 
f Lyonsfarms, N. J., was bitten on Friday by 
mad dog. The cat had to be killed. 
Yesterday was the first day in which rabies 
were to have shown: itself on the eight dogs 
confined at police headquarters, Newark. 
They were bitten by the mad dog that bit the 
four children. None of them have shown the 
slightest sign of rabies. 

It was stated in the WORLD last week that 
Veterinary Surgeon Sattler, of Newark, who 
had gone to M. Pasteur for treatment, had not 
been bitten in Orange by a mad dog as was as- 
serted by him, but not corroborated by Mr. 
Butler, the owner ofthe dog. Mr. Butler had 
the dog killed on Sunday, but next day he per- 
mitted the surgeon to disinter the carcass and 
take it to Newark. This was the story told by 
Dr. Sattler Monday night. He also showed his 
wounds. On Wednesday an examination of 
the dog’s stomach was made, and Dr. Sattler 
discovered that it had rabies, ‘‘The dog 
biting story is all bosh,’’ said Mr. Butler „and 
I was the most surprised man in the State on 
seeing it in the newspapers.
